Cellphone etiquette 


■ Weak radio waves are emitted from cellphones at all times even if you just turn the power on. 

■ Enjoy and safely use your cellphone without forgetting those around you.

• Radio waves may interfere with 
airplane operation. Be sure to turn 
your cellphone off before you board 
airplanes. 





• Radio waves from cellphones may 
adversely influence medical 
apparatus and equipment. 

• Some people close to you in busy 
places such as crowded trains may be 
using a pacemaker. Turn your 
cellphone off in such places. 

• Abide by the instructions of hospitals 
and other medical institutions where it 
is forbidden to use or carry cellphones.

Before you use your cellphone, first assemble the desktop holder and charge the battery 
pack (inside the battery panel). 

How to assemble the desktop holder 

Follow the procedure below to assemble the desktop holder when using it for the first time. 



Align the locking section (protrusions and depressions), and 
insert until you hear the desktop holder click into place. 


Charging the battery pack 



> The charge indicator lights red: The battery pack is being charged. 

> The charge indicator lights green: Charging is complete. 
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Connect the AC adaptor to the desktop holder. 


Connect the AC adaptor's power plug to a 100 VAC power outlet. 


Fold the A1301S with the battery pack attached as shown in the 
figure, then insert it into the desktop holder. 

の Be sure to fold the A1301S when you charge it. Charging will not start if the A1301S is 
opened out. 

旧 ! When removing the A1301S from the desktop holder, hold the desktop holder firmly and 
remove the A1301S. 

Extending the antenna 

Hold the tip of the antenna, and extend the antenna until you hear it 

click into place. 

曲 If the antenna is not fully extended, reception sensitivity will be 
worse as the antenna is unstable. 

Radio waves can be received and sent more easily if the 
antenna is extended vertically to the ground. 

















Turning the power on

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Filtering one-ring calls 

What is a one-ring call? 

A "one-ring call" is a call where the other party allows the call to ring only once, thus leaving 
his phone number in your Received call record. Such calls may be an invitation to you to 
return the call to connect to a service with very high charges, such as an encounter service. 


One-ring call icon 


When you have received a one-ring call, a red icon i (for incoming calls 
of less than three seconds) is displayed in the Received call record. Pay 
attention to phone calls you receive if you do not recognize the caller’s 
number.
